vices of the present Representa- 
tive of this district, who is asking 
endorsement from the voters of 
the counties along the river, 
should be sufficient of itself, aside 
from the moral grounds of oppo- 
sition, to consign him to a retire- 
ment from the political fields in 
which vanity, verbosity and vitiosi- 
ty have been his chiet distinguish- 
ing characteristics.
